EXTENT OF DAMAGES. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

TOKIO, Sept. 8, 6 p.m.—The officers 
commanding the Japanese expedition 
sent in to examine the wreck of the 
Russian cruiser Novik report that she 
is beached 900 yards southwest of 
Korsakovsk lighthouse. She has a 
thirty-degree list to starboard, and, 
with the exception of a small portion 
of her bow, she is entirely submerged. 
Even on her upper deck the water is 
knee deep in the most shallow places. 
Her conning tower and upper works 
were heavily damaged by the Japa- 
nese shell fire. It is impossible to as- 
certain définitely the extent of the 
damage under water, but evidently it 
is considerable. 

Russian land forces fired on the 
Japanese expedition while the exam- 
ination was being made but the ex- 
pedition retired without sustaining 
any casualties.

TO REORGANIZE ARMY. 
AID FOR KOUROPATKIN.

Beside the for- 
mation of two fresh army corps as the 
first answer to the Japanese success at 
Liao Yang, the Russian army at the 
front will be reorganized, probably-in 
the form of two armies, in command of 
Gen. Linevitch and Gen. Baron Kaul- 
bars, respectively, with Gen. Kouropat- 
kin as Commander-in-Chief. Gen. 
Kaulbars will go out with the two army 
corps now organizing in the govern- 
ments of Kazan, Odessa, Vilna and 
Kieff. Gen. Linevitch has been ordered 
by telegraph from Vladivostok to Muk-

This decision is due in part, doubt- 
leas, to the growing unwieldiness of the 
big force under Gen. Kouropatkin’s 
command, and which will be largely in- 
creased by consta@r reinforcements. 
Gen. Kou tkin heretofore has han- 
dled every detail of the vast orgabiza- 
tion. The work is too much for one 
man, however, and he is now almost 
broken down under the strain. 

It is known that the Emperor is per- 
sonally one of Kouropatkin’s strong 
supporters, and it is thought the gen- 
eral will in all probability retain chief 
command of the two armies. Kouro- 
patkin, however, has been seriously 
criticised by some of the Emperor's 
close military advisers, and it is pos- 
sible that he may eventually be super-

was made to check the growth of ex- 
penditures; that it resulted in each tn- 
stance in cutting down the expenses 
within control of the Executive Depart- 
ment of the government below the 
preceding administrations. The com- 
parison will show also, that each suc- 
ceeding Republican administration 
after 1868 increased expenses, and in 
s0me instances so greatly as to create 
reckless extravagance and waste of 
the people’s money. 

During Mr. Cleveland's first term, 
the average annual expenditure was 
about two hundred and sixty-nine mil- 
lions. For the past three years it has 
been about five hundred and nineteen 
millions. The governmental expendi- 
ture last year amounted up to five 
hundred and eighty-two millions, 
which is not equaled by any year 
since the Civil War, with the excep- 
tion of the year of the Spanish War. 
There is an inevitable result to such 


extravagance. Instead of a surplus in 
the atinual receipts of about eighty 
millions, which the present Executive 
found on assuming control, there is 
now a deficit to be found there of 
forty-two millions. 

The limtis of this address will not 
permit a further reference to the cost 
of administration, but it should receive 
careful examination at your hands. 
And you will be convinced that “re- 
form is necessary,” ave, far more nec- 
essary than in 1876, in the scale of pub- 
lic expenses, and then convinced you 
will do less than your duty if you fal! 
to make the people understand it. The

“In another part of the fleld- the 
Japanese shelled and captured by 4as- 
sault one of the Russian trenches, 
only to find too late that it had been 
abasdoned by the Russians and oc- 
cupied by their comrades. They fell 
upon the prostrate bodies and flooded 
therm with tears. 
“In one case a party of Japanese 
officers found a body of their men re- 
tiring in disorder and drove them 
back to the battlefield at the point of, 
the sword. 

DIED AT THEIR POSTS. 
“The Russian Frontier Guards died 
at their posts, refusing to surrender. 
It was the anniversary of the creation 
of their regiment, which they had cele- 
brated. the previous night. They lost 
a Jarge portion of their officers. 
“At many points the combatants 
stoned each other. 
“Of late ,the Russians have learned 
to mask their batteries more effective- 
ly, and thus have gained a sensible ad- 
vantage over the Japanese. 
The Russians worship their guns, 
and to quote Gen. Kouropatkin’s ad- 
monition, ‘Soldiers, die for your guns 
as you would for your flag.’ 
“The pits which the Russians had 
dug in the Chinese corn_and the grass 
were filled with Japanese corpses, 
which were trodden over by their com- 
rades. 
“The ground was so thickly strewn 
with bodies in the fight that the Ja- 
panese raised a white flag and sought 
permission to bury their dead, but this 
was refused. The air became poliuted 
with the stench. 
‘The Russian evacuation of the forts 
and entrenchments was carried out 
without loss.

a_hbideous heap. 

JAPANESE CASUALTIES. 

“The casualties of the Japanese fn 
five divisions at the lowest compila- 
tion were not less than ten thousand 
and they were probably many more. 
for, owing to the crops of millet sev- 
eral of the wounded have not beep 
found and they must have died mis- 
erably, while many bodies will never 
be found until the crops are cut,

TAIL WITHOUT KITE. 

“He, as a member of the Royal Arch, 
always in the Counci! favored the sa- 
loon men,” says the twilight maligner. 

Now, in the firat place, Councilman 
Davenport is a teetotaler, the kind of 
a man who ie least likely to be in 
league with the liquor interest. 

Second. He has opposed every at- 
tempt at encroachment of the liquor 
interests in the Sixth Ward. 

He voted for the increase of 
the saloon licenses before he had been 
in the Council two months. 

Fourth. A committee of church mem- 
bers of the Sixth Ward investigated 
this report, which was spread by his 
enemies at the last city election. Their 
verdict declared the charge without 
foundation in fact. 

Fifth. Gen. Cc. F. A. Last, the head 
Royal Arch, has made the following 
statement: “J. P. Davenport is not a 
member of the Royal Arch and has 
not been during the time that the lo- 
cal branch has been organized, dating 
back more than three years. The 
books and stubbs of the local branch 
of the Royal Arch are open to inspec- 
tion to any elector of the Sixth Ward 
who desires to verify these facts.” 

Yet, the Express, without giving a 
single fact on which to base the asser- 
tion, without attempting to explain 
the foundation for such report, with- 
out giving any person as authority for 
such a statement, has repeatedly pub- 
lished the unsustained charge that 
Davenport is a member of the Royal 
Arch. 

“If the Express will submit a single 
fact in substantiation of that state- 
ment,” last night, said J. D. Chew, a 
property ewner of the Sixth Ward, 
who was interested in a former inves- 
tigation -of this report, “it will cost 
Mr. Davenport the votes of hundreds 
of temperance workers in the Sixth 
Ward. If the Express does not desire 
to be branded as printing campaign 
lies to get revenge for losing out in a. 
business tranaction, it will give us 


some facts to substantiate that state- 
ment.

ANOTHER DEAD ONE.

“He voted against the ordinance to 
abolish prise fighting because his whis- 
ky friends wanted him to do it,” 
charges the Evening Express. 

Records in the City Clerk's office 
show this statement to be equally false. 
No ordinance abolishing prize fighting 
has been presented to the Council since 
Davenport has been a member.

SLAUGHTER-HOUSE LIE.

The falsity of this charge was proved 
in the recall hearing before Judge Os- 
ter.

tion on the floor of the Council by 
, virtue of which the Sixth-Ward 
'Slaughter-house district was wiped 


out. 

Councilman McAleer on the floor of 
the Council declared that he alone was 
responsible for the original extension 
of the siaughter-house limits in the 
Sixth Ward and that Davenport had 
nothing to do with {t. An Express re- 
porter was present when McAleer 
made this statement, but it was neve) 
allowed to appear in the Express: this 
happened after Davenport had refused 
to give the Express the city printing. 

NAILED AGAIN. 

“He disregarded the protests of citi- 
zens and legued himself with con- 
tractors to compel the acceptance of 
street work not up to specifications,” 
Says the Express. It explains further 
along that the case referred to is that 
on Lawrence street. Records in the 
City Clerk's office show that Lawrence 
street was accepted by the Superin- 
tendent of Streets before any protest 
had been heard in the Council. After 
that property owners came to Daven- 
port with their protest and he secured 
for them a hearing before the Council, 
which secured a reéxamination of the 
work. This was done on Davenport's 
motion. The members of the Counc!! 
went In a body and inspected the street 
work. In some places it was found 
to be slightly defective and the con- 
tractors promptly made repairs. 

When the subject again came up in 
the Council every Councilman voted to 
adopt the Street Superintendent's re- 
port. In this there was no division. 
The entire Council had inepected the 
work and all voted that it wae up to 
specification. 

Some of the property owners thought 
that they were being jobbed and ap- 
pealed the question to the courts. I[t 
was there again decided that the work 
was up to specification, 

And thie is the “protest of citizens” 
which Davenport disregarde!. His 
action, as well as that every other 
Counctiman, was justifi in the court 
proceeding. 

FOUGHT FOR TRANSFERS. 

“He always voted and worked in be- 
half of the ratiroad as against the 
people of his ward,” says the twilight 
defamer. 

The only time tn which the railroad 
has taken issue with the people of the 
Sixth Ward was over transfers on 
Ninth street. 

In that controversy the city records 
show that Davenport, despite the sian- 
derous misstatements of an evening 
and a morning paper, made the motion 
in the Board of Public Worke by which 
the City Attorney was asked to suggest 
the most feasib lan for getting the 
transfers back; that when the City 
Attorney had made hie recommenda- 


tion, which was to the effect that he 
would prosecute damage suits against 
the raiiway for putting passengers off 
the cars after they had paid one fare, 
Davenport made the motion for cloth- 
ing the City Attorney with full au- 
thority to do that and anything else 
necessary to get the transfers. 
The suit was brought and won. It 
has been appealed to the Supreme 
Court by the railway and the decision 
has not yet been received. Davenport 
led the fight against the railway com- 
pany and for doing so it is charged that 
he worked in behalf of the railroad. 


N HONOR OF 
COVADONGA. 


NATIVES OF SPAIN CELEBRATE 
MOORS’ EXPULSION. 


Fraternal Feeling Cemented at 
Banquet Served in Castilian Style. 
Message by Cable from King Alfonso 
in Response to Greeting Flashed 
Under the Sea. 


Members of the “Sociedad Espafiola 
de Covadonga” celebrated in this city 
yesterday the driving out of the Moors 
at Covadonga by Paleyo and his band 
of Christians nearly fourteen hundred 
years ago. To that expulsion is cred- 
ited the preservation of the Spanish 
nation to Christianity. 

The red and yellow of the Spanish 
colors with the pomegranate, Spains 
national flower, red carnations and 
greenery were employed extensively in 
the altar decorations at the solemn 
high mass celebrated yesterday morn- 
ing at the Church of Our Lady of the 


Angeles. 

Rev. Juan Caballeria, president of 
the Covadonga Society, celebrated the 
mass, with Rev. Joseph Barron, pastor 
of St. Mary’s Church, as deacon and 
Rev. Father McDonald, (.M., of St. 
Vincent's College, as subdeacon. The 
priests appeared in the sanctuary 
wearing the old vestments of the time 
of the Spanish padres, rich in their 
adornment with gold lace. An elab- 
orate musical programme of Gregorian 
music was rendered. 

Last night the Sociedad Espafiola de 
Covadonga gave an elaborate banquet 
in the Castilian style at Levy's. There 
were ten courses of delicious Spanish 
cookery, and these were interspersed 
with music and song in unconven- 
tional style. 

The entire upper floor of the café 
was in commission for the Castilian 
banquet, and the tables were set in 
the form of an L. The walls were 
draped with flags of the United States 
and Spain, and bunting of red and 
yellow, while the long tables were 
brilliant with sprays of red carnations, 
bedded in asparagus plumosus and 
with vases of the bright red and yel- 
low coreopsis. 

Around this table were gathered the 
representatives of old Castile, every 
member of the society being a native 
son of Spain. None others are eligibie 
to membership. 

Among these Castilian families rep- 
resented were: “Rev. J. Caballeria, 
president of the society; A. D. Cajal, 
secretary; E. Fernandez, treasurer; 
Dr. A. R. Gomez, Quintin Villegas, 
Gregorio Berrecheoa, Andraes Berre- 
cheoa, Ramon Bianco, Dr. M. Fernan- 
dez, Juan Arena, J. Troconiz, Manuel 
Ordoqui, José Garcia, Francis Cortiz, 
Isidor Cortiz, Augustin Eschevera, 
Martin Lifur and J. Covas. 

Among the guests of the society were 
Bishop Conaty, Maj. Jones, who rep- 
resented Mayor Snyder, members of 
the Chamber of Commerce, and mem- 
bers of the press.

the Crescent. Though blood may sep- 
arate us into racial differences, we are 
one in the celebration of these events 
which have been world powers, and 
we are one in religion.” 

Great enthusiasm was aroused by 
the reading of a cablerram from King 
Alfonso. A committee composed of 
Father Caballeria, Dr. A. R. Gomes 
and Juan Mancho, day before veater- 
day had sent to the King of Spain a 
message of congratulation on the an- 


niversary of the national festival of 
Castile. The response was read last 
night, and is as follows

“ALFONSO.”

KNOCKED OUT. 
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DAVENPORT SCORES VICTORY 
FOR SIXTH WARDERS. 


Residents on Crocker Street Near 
Towne Avenue Win After Fighting 
for Weeks Against the Establish- 
ment of Saratoga Chip Plant in 
Their Neighborhood. 


Davenport scored a victory for ,his 
constituents at the Council meeting 
yesterday. 

Fur weeks the residents of the Sixth 
Ward have been fighting against the 
establishment of a Saratoga chip fac- 
tory at No. 144 Crocker street. They 
have appeared before the Council] and 
Council committees from time to time, 
end used every means at their com- 
mand to secure the abatement of what 
they consider a nuisance and a detri- 
raent to the property in the locality. 


The site is owned by O. B. Senour and } 


Milton 8S. Cox, and it is said that they 
have a:ready spent considerable money 
in putting up buildings and purchas- 
ing apparatus. 

e chip makers have been making 


establishing the factory, and succeeded 
in holding off final action until yes- 
terday. 

Last week the Legislative Commit- 
tee, to which the matter had been re- 
ferred, visited the site, and it was gen- 
erally understood that the members of 
the committees were impressed with 
the pant, and that they would report 
in favor of allowing the factory to be 
Cstablished on the Crocker-street site. 

Friday about forty residents in the 
vicinity of Crovker street and Towne 
avenue appeared before the committee, 
and a jarge amount of testimony was 
taken. Yesterday the committee pre- 
Sented a report to the Council recom- 
mending that the iilm‘ts of the district 
within which suca businesses can be 
corducted be changed s0 as to exclude 
the chip factory. 

Both sides were represented by at- 
terneys, an: the arguments consumed 
considerable time. E. E. Bower rep- 
resented the protestants and R. J. Ad- 
cock appeared for the proprietors of the 


suc. as that against which the pvople 
ef the district protested. He main- 
tained that it is not a manufacturing 
cistrict, but is built up with homes, 

Adcock spoke vehemently in favor of 
the factory, and laid much stress upon 
what he termed the rights of the own- 
ers of the land upon which it was de- 
s.-ed to operate. He laid speciai em- 
paasis upon the point that the Council 
thould nof confiscate the property of 
his clients. 
. Devenport then took the floor and 
proceeied nail these arguments to 
the cross by declaring that there were 
over $60,000 worth of homes there be- 
fore the factory was started. His con- 
tention «as forceful and commanded 
tne attention of his co-workers in tae 
Councii, and the large number of per- 
eens interested. He pointed out that 
the factory is a nuisance because of 
the disagreeable odors that emanated 
from the piece, and m2intained that in- 
eeruch as Lis people were there long 
hefore .the factory was started their? 
rignts and tneir privilege to the un- 
hindered enjoyment of their homes is 
paramount to any rights that the fac- 
tory owners might have there. 

The Council sustained his views, and 
the recomrrendation that the land itn 
the vicinity of tae factory be elimi- 
nated from the manufacturing district 
Was adopteu. 


SCHOOL NURSE. 
ORDINANCE PASSED. 


An ordinance was passed yesterday 
creating the position of trained nurse 
for the public schools. 

The scheme was indorsed some time 
ago by the Finance Committee, but 
for some reason was not presented to 
the Council until yesterday. 

The ordinance provides that the per- 
son to be apponted rieceive a salary of 
$75 a month. The appointeee is to give 
all of her time to the work of looking 
after the sanitary conditions of the 
schools and the health of pupils and 
teachers, 

The action was taken on the recom- 
mendation of the College Settlement 
Association and the Board of Health, 
both of which have given considerable 
time to getting the project indorsed by 
the Council. 

The plan has been tried in many east- 
ern cities, and has given good satisfac- 
tion. 

The appointment of one nurse at this 
time is intended simply as an experi- 
ment, and if it works out well others 
will be added. The nurse will visit

These lots 
comprise about two acres. Davenport 
said the project had the indorsement 
of the three improvement associations in 
the Fifth and Sixth wards, and that the 
property was remarkably cheap for the 
price. He declared that in three years 
it would be worth $15,000.

“Was talking up a new scaeme, and 
there “was millions in it.” 
Pranin was known to i0cal fame 


ty reason of having discovered a se- 
cret process for extracting the precious 
metals fron ore so effectively and eco- 
nomically that not half of one per cent. 
went up in “moke, and he was contem- 
plating the organization of a company 
to extract gold from sea water. It was 
said to be ““juci as easy as falling off 
a jog.” and he and his company had 
tne whole of the Pacific Ocean to draw 
on. It has beén demonstrated that gold 
is to be foutd in sea water in infini- 
tesimel proportions, but Branin was 
certain tha os secret process was 
just the thing to corral this midget 
float washed down through the mil.:ions 
of cars. 

Just to raise some ready money 
Branin made a contract with the In- 


strate the fact that his process would 
extract the precious metals more eco- 
nomically than the ordinary recognized 
ways of the metallugrist. If he could 
prove what he contended for then he 
was to have 300,000 shares of the capi- 
tal stock of the company, and it was 
expected that from the president down 
to the office boy all the employés of the 
company were to be rich within a year.

THE HUZZAR’'S TREASURE. 


Poor Success Attends All Attempts to 
Recover It from Waters of Hell 
Gate. 


[Chicago Chronicle: ] Numberless 
huge platters of pewter, pots and jars| 
of antiquated shapes, bits of jewelry, | 
human bones, cannon balls, several old 
cannon, and new and then a golden 
guinea, comprise the sum total of the 
treasure recovered from the British 
ship Huzzar, which in 1780, went down 
near Hell Gate, New York, with $4,- 
80.000 in gold and silver sent to this 
country from England for the payment 
of King George's army. Many attempts 
have been made to recover the millions 
loeked in the strong boxes of the ship's 
hold, the first in 1794 by the British 
government. Two brigs arrived at Port’ 
Morris, where the Huzzar disappeared, 
and attempted to raise her by means 
of grapples. The expedition labored for 
two seasons and was then ordered of 


by the American government, upon 
whose rights it was An- | 
other attempt was made by an English 


company in 1818. Work was prosecuted | 
with the use of the diving bell, but the | 
nowerful currents Were 80 strong that | 
the undertaking was soon abandoned. | 
Subsequently to this the vast promise! 
tempted several other companies to un- 
dertake the recovery of the gulneus, 
one of which was employed by George 


on board the Mercury was removed to 
the Huzzar, the whole of the money 
being intrusted to that ship. With 
she started for New London, then the 
British rendezvous. Instead of taking 
the safer, though longer, route to the 
south of Long Island, she essayed the 
northern one and incurred the_ perils 
of Hell Gate. 

November 25, two days after her 
arrival in port, she attempted the then 
uncanny passage, after taking on 
board from one of the British prison- 
ships seventy American prisoners of 
war, hardly hampered with bodies. 
Whether they were to be exchanged 
for British prisoners heid by the Amer- 
icans, Or merely transferred from one 
place of confinement to another, is not 
known. The prisoners, heavily ironed, 
were secured on the gun-deck of the 
Huzzar, and were not released through 
the turmoil of Waters, the treasure- 
ship struck heavily and began to fill. 
All attempts to stop the leak were 
unavailing. Three-quarters of a mile 
from where she struck an attempt was 
made to beach her, but fhe again 
struck and disappeared in ninety feet 
of water. When Mr. Harrington with 
other divers, went down in quest of 
the Huzzar's hoard o f golden guineas, 
all that remained of the wreck was 
thickly veneered with greenish weed, 
slippery to the touch. Her open ports 
gaped like socketiess eyes, drift-sand 
had piled about her, the places of her 
masta were marked by jagged, spongy 
stumps, and the gnawing current had 
stripped her to a skeleton appearance. 

The firat sight of her down in the 
murky depths gave him the creeps. 
Her guns, which had done hard and 
frequent service against the French, 
had slipped down through the decks to 
the heap of gold, bones, manacies, 
round shot and rubbish below. Divers 
jarred her old bones with blasts, picked 
over the aroused remains, delved here 
and there for many months, but’ the 
mighty currents had ,thrown “Insur- 
mountable obstacles in their way.

Haw- 
sers had been sent ta’ land, but the 
trees they were fastened to were up- 
rooted when her stern dipped over and 
shot below into the water valley. 
She lies with her bow direetiy against 
this rocky wall. 

In various portions of this country, 
in museums, are numbers of water- 
worn relics taken from the wreck. Sev- 
éral rustpitted cannon are in the Cen- 
tral Park Museum, New York.

It ts difficult for a 
diver to remain long under water be- 
cause of the depth and strong current. 
When Mr. Harrington went down he 
had to be weighted with 180 pounds of 
lead, 100 pounds around his waist and 
80 pounds fastened to his ankles.

“In this strenuous age.’ said a man- 
ufacturer of typewriters, “everything 
that makes a noise is tabooed in offi- 
ces and other places where men and 
women use thelr brains more than 
their bodies, Kvery little sound caus- 
es irritation, 

“It has been found that there. is 
much complaint against the typewrit- 
ing machine. Its clicking, the din of 
the busy keys, disturbs heads of firma, 
even though they shut the doors of 
their private offices tight and some- 
times even stuff cotton in the keyholes, 
Then, tov. it interferes with conversa- 
tions by telephone. 

“In the stress of business this little 
annoyance caused by the typewriter 
adds just one more element to in- 
crease the fatigue incident to the day's 
work. 

“We are experimenting with a ma- 
chine that we think will fill the need 
for a noiseless typewriter. It is al- 
most encased in rubber, and the sound 
is muffled by several ingenious de- 
vices, 
~“We now and then make machines 
to order for nervous customers, who 
have warked on ideas of their own for 
getting rid of the typewriter din. 
We have made a few machines en- 
cased in glass, with levers protrud- 
ing under the glass to move the car- 
riage adjust the paper, etc.’’—[New

ORONER’S JURY 


COMPROMISES. 


FRIENDS OF YOUNG HARRIS ARE 
NOT SATISFIED. 
Three Witnesses Declare They Saw 
Foreman of Train Crew Punching 
the Unfortunate Lad With Stick 


and Two Called te Him te Stop it. 
Queerly-worded Verdict. 


The Coroner's jury In the case of 
Charies Harris, the li-year-old boy 
Who was killed by a gravel train on 
the Salt Lake railroad on Tuesday, 
rendered a verdict of accidental death, 
but it was secured after much jarring 
among the jurymen, and its wording is 
80 peculiar as to attract attention. It 
reads as follows: 

“We, the jury, find that decedent, 
Charles Harris, 15 years old, came to 
his death by being accidentally 
mangied under a moving train cf the 
San Pedro, Los Angeles & Salt Lake 
Railway company; that decedent at 
the time of such accident Was a tres- 
passer, being engaged in stealing a 
ride on said train, and that his death 
Was occasioned by his own careless- 
ness, We find that Trainman Wiliam 
J. O’Brien did not use proper means in 
relay. to chase said decedent off such 
rain.” 

The entire train-crew was summonei 
before the jury, and E. S. West, W. G. 
Radcliffe and A. L. Hackett knew 
nothing about the killing of the boy 
until it was allover; they had seca 
nothing of it. 

W. J. O’Brien, foreman of the crew, 
Who Was present in the hands of offi- 
cers, having been arrested in connec- 
tion with the killing of the boy, said 
he knew nothing of it until told after- 
wards the boy had been killed. 

The next witness was Rew Truxell, a 
companion of the boy who lost his life. 
He said that he had jumped on the 
engine'to ride but that Harris had pre- 
viously climbed onto the brake-beam 
under one of the seventeen empty cars 
Which the engine was pushing ahead 
of it. He testified that he saw O’Brien 
lying down on a flat-car punching at 
Harris with a stick, as the boy lay 
beneath him on the truck. 

G. Newell and R. P. Hardesty, 
teamsters who were driving by at the 
moment, also testified to having see 
O’Brien punching the boy with a stick 
and they yelled at him to stop it, as 
they saw the lad's peril. . 

O'Brien was recalled and asked to 
meet the accusations and he then 
acknowledged having prodded at the 
boy with a lath but professed to 
lieve that he had not hit him. 

“How did you expect him to get off?” 
asked Mr. Mattingly, attorney for the 
boy's father. 

“Get off like he got on,” responded 
O’ Brien. 
“Did you force him off?” 

“Not a force,” was the 
answer. 

Some other evidence wags taken as to 
what the dying boy said after his ar- 
rival at the Keceiving Hospital. He 
Was reported as having said: “No; 
switchin’; boy pushed me off.” In the 
light of the testimony, as the cars 
were not being switched, and as Har- 
ris was alone under the car, it is plain 
that in half consciousness in answer to 
the question: “Did you fall off?’ he 
answered as follows: - 

“No; switchman pushed me off.” 

Before arriving at the compromise 
verdict quoted above the jury remained 
in session almost two hours. 

Harris's attorney said after the ver- 
dict had been rendered that a suit for

Mrs. Emma FE. Burton, a comely 
young matron, Was at the Police Sta- 
tion yesterday, making an effort to se- 
cure a complaint against J. C. Crouch, 
an attorney, who formerly had an office 
in room 101, Wilson Block, but who has 
moved since his transaction with Mra. 
Burton. Efforts to find him yesterday 
and get his side of the story were futile. 

Mra. Burton has a husband in Escon- 
dido, named Frank Napoleon Burton, 
from whom she is desirous of obtaining 
a divorce, and she went to Crouch for 
advice. She shows_receipts for $40 paid 
to Crouch, and claims she paid him §20 
more ‘for constabie's fees,” for which 
he gave no receipt. 

On August 23, as shown by type- 
Written agreement in her possession, 
Mrs. Burton went to Crouch, telling 
him she had heard her little girl was 
not well treated by her husband. 
Crouch advised her to go to Escondido 
and volunteered to accompany her if 
she would pay the expenses. She con- 
sented to this, and Crouch wrote a pe- 
—, “agreement,” which they both 


is document is quite brief, and is 
actually no agreement at ail. Crouch

ANS WER—Some four or five years 
ago all Colorado was supposed to be, 
figurativel: speaking, “lined with 
gold,” and especially its prairie clays. 
The papers daily and continuously 
printed lots of ‘stuff’ showing values 
from $1.20 to $28 per ton ore, obtained 
from the dirt on Hensler’s ranch and 
e.sewhere. At tae time named, on any 
incoming train to Denver could be seen 
ranch men with grips, the latter filhed 
with “prairie ores” for assay and an- 
alysis. Many of the gentlemen alluaed 
to had vials in their pockets, 
with gold buttons, and “40 per cent. 
copper” from the ores referred to. The 
bald fact is that these were “vials o* 
Wrath,’ and tne assays? How can 
we speak of such? In no otner way than 
that “the returns were greatly paa- 
ded."" Many processes were tried on 
these ores. Cne such had a sort of mer- 
cury distilling apparatus, made of gal- 
vanized iron, and may stlil be found 
among-the punk at Akron, Co.o.
